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STATEHOOD PROCEEDINGS 


Washington. March IO — The 
speech making on the Statehood 
bill began at l l o'clock Friday 
and was under the ten minute 
rule, after the first hour. 
About 
a dozen speeches were made, but 
the notable ones were made by 
Messrs. DuBois and B urrow s in 
denunciation of polygamy in A ri­ 
zona and New Mexico. 
As amended by the senate the 
bill provides for the creation of 
the state of Oklahoma and In ­ 
dian Territory upon the adoption 
of a constitution. 
The state is 
allowed the usual quota of exe­ 
cutive, judicial and legislative of­ 
f e r s , two IT ited States senators 
and tive members of the national 
house of representatives. 
A con­ 
stitutional convention with IIC 
members, 55 of whom are to be 
chosen by each of the territories 
comprising the state, is provided 
for, and all male citizens or male 
indians, 21 years old are made 
eligible to membership 
in 
it. 
There is an especial provision 
protecting the Indians in their 
rights and continuing the prerog j 
alive of the national government 
to control their affairs. 
The sale of intoxicating liquors 
in what is now Indian T erritory 
is changed. 
Sections lh and 36 
of each township of land in Okla­ 
homa are set aside for the benefit 
of the sale of public lands. There 
is an appropriation of live m il­ 
lions from the national treasury 
for the benefit of the schools. 
Provision is made for the support 
of higher education and chari­ 
table institutions. 
Two districts 
for the United States courts, one 
in Oklahoma and the other in In ­ 
dian T erritory are provided for. 
Guthrie is made the tem porary 
seat of government, bul the house 


provision continuing it in that ca­ 
pacity until 1915 was eliminated. 
Mr. 
Dick spoke for the bill 
and Mr. Clark ( Mont.) against it 
and Mr. Beveridge closed the de­ 
bate in advocacy of the measere. 
When promptly at four o'clock 
the gavel fell at the close of Mr. 
Beveridge's final appeal for the 
bill the voting w a' begun. 
The 
amendments 
suggested 
by the 
committee were first read, and to 
them no objection was made un­ 
til the proposition to increase 
from $100,000 to $150,OOu the ap­ 
propriation for defraying toe ex­ 
pen se< of the preliminary elec­ 
tions to be held in the proposed 
state of Oklahoma. 
The amend­ 
ment was Jo*t by a vote of 31 to I 
40. 
The increase of the election ! 
appropriation for Arizona from j 
$150,CHK* to$l75,<K)0 also was dis-i 
agreed to. 
The first vote came on the mon 
ey proposals and tile opponent' of 
joint statehood scored a victory. 
The object of striking out the in­ 
crease was to avoid the necessity 
of having the bill sent to a com­ 
mittee when returned to the house 
of representatives 
As 
soon 
as the committee 
amendments were disposed of Mr. 
Foraker 
formally 
overed his 
amendment providing for a sep­ 
arate vote on joint statehood. The 
vote was immediately taken and 
carried by the decisive vote of 42 
to 29. 
A number of minor amend­ 
ments relating to the land laws, 
terms of the court, etc . were ac­ 
cepted by the committee and the 
senate. 
Several 
additions for 
strengthening 
the 
prohibition 
provisions were also made, all of 
them confined to Indian Territory 
or to form er or present indian 


reservations. 
The next formal vote was ta­ 
ken on Mr. Burrow's motion to 
strike out all the part of the bill 
relating to 
Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
The roll call resulted in 
the loss of the motion by the 
narrow margin of one vote, 35 
yeas to 36 uoes. 
Mr. Burrows 
gave notice that^he would renew 
the amendment when the bill was 
reported to the senate. 
Mr. Teller’s motion continuing 
Guthrie a* the capital of the pro 
pose d state of Oklahoma until 
1*13 was stricken out by the vote 
of 39 to3L. 
I'he effect of the 
amendment is to fix the capital at 
that city only temporarily. 
The proceedings up to this 
time had been in committee of 
the whole. 
\\ hen the bill was 
reported to the senate Mr. B ur­ 
row* renewed hi* motion to strike 
out the part of the bill relating to 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
This 
motion prevailed bv the vote of 
37|to 35. 
The change* from the first vote 
were Scott, who voted aye and 
Overman 
who transferred 
his 
pair with Clark of Arkansas to 
Carmack and voted in the affirm­ 
ative 
The bill as amended was then 
passed by an unanimous vote-

House last afternoon passed a 
bill defining the citizenship status 
of Indian allottees. 
It provides 
that such Indians shall not he 
considered a* citizens fora period 
of twenty-five years after they re­ 
ceive their allotments. 
The hill 
was prompted by a recent decis­ 
ion rendered in a Kansas case. 
One Hell was convicted in the 
federal court in that state for sel­ 
ling liquor to an 
Indian, 
The 
suprem e court held that the dis­ 
trict court had no jurisdiction, 
inasmuch as the Indian became a 
citizen of Kansas immediately on 
receiving his>llotm ent 
The bill 
does not apply to allottees in In­ 
dian Territory.

This inference is confirmed by the 
comparatively small development of 
the other sense organs. The eye, for 
Instance, is very small, and can be 
of little use even at the comparative­ 
ly small depths to which whales are 
now believed to descend. 
Again, the sense of smell, judging 
from the rudimentary conditions of 
the olfactory organs, must be in abey­ 
ance; and the whales have no sense 
organs comparable to the lateral line 
system 
of 
fishes. 
Consequently, it 
would seem that when below the sur­ 
face of the water they must depend 
chiefly upon the sense 
of 
hearing 
Probably this sense is so highly de­ 
veloped as to enable the animals, in 
the midst of the vibrations made by 
the screw-like movements of the tail, or 
flukes, to distinguish the sound (or 
the vibrations) made by the impact 
of water against rocks, even in a dead 
calm, and, in the case of piscivorous 
species, to recognize by the pulse in 
the water the presence of a shoal of 
fish. 
Falling this explanation. It is diffi­ 
cult to imagine how whales can find 
their way about in the semi-darkness 
and avoid collisions with rocks and 
rock-bound coasts.—London Field.

A new region of the unknown Arc­ 
tic is about to be entered. 
Our map 
shows it between Banks I^and and 
Prince Patrick island in the east and 
the New’ Siberia islands in the west. 
The southern boundary 
of 
this un­ 
known part of the Arctic ocean is not 
far north of the coast of Alaska and 
coincides with the line on the map 
showing the track of the Jeannette as 
she drifted through the hre. Its west­ 
ern boundary is the track which Nan­ 
sen’s Fram made from the New' Sibe­ 
ria islands to the northwest. This re­ 
gion includes more than one-half of 
the unknown Arctic. Four or five lands 
as large as Alaska might be placed 
in it. says the Philadelphia Ledger. 
The leading geographers of Europe, 
such as Supan of Germany and Mark­ 
ham of England, hold to-day that it is 
far less important to reach the North 
Pole than to explore this unknown 
area to the west of the North Ameri­ 
can Arctic world. Here is to he solved 
the problem whether there is more 
land in the Arctic domain. 
Scientific men say that a knowledge 
of the distribution of land and water 
is the foundation of physical science. 
They say this because the relative 
size and the distribution of the lands 
and waters forming the earth’s sur­ 
face profoundly influence the regime 
of winds, currents, temperatures and 
many other physical phenomena. This 
is the reason why they say that the 
next expedition should he sent into 
the Arctic ocean to the north of Alas­ 
ka and East Siberia. 
In the part of the Arctic shown on 
our map is believed to lie the last op 
portunity to discover new lands in the 
Arctic. 
Two small expeditions, one 
led by the Englishman A. H. Harrison 
and the other by the Dane Einar Mik 
kelsen. are about to enter this arca 
in the hore that they will find some of 
the islands, large or small, that are 
believed to be there. 
Before relating the plans of these 
two expeditions it is hest to tell why 
it is thought that there are undiscov­ 
ered lands in this part (rf the Arctic. 
The latest contributions to this prob­ 
lem have been made by Dr. Harris and 
Prof. Spencer,of our country, and Sir 
Clements Markham and Dr. Supan, of 
Europe. 
Harris argues, from his hydrograph­ 
ic studies, that as the currents flowing 
north to Bering sea turn to the east 
and west when they reach the Polar 
ocean, there is probably land in the 
unknown sea which turns them aside 


j from their northern course.

of great extent. All the Arctic lands 
yet discovered rise from continental 
shelves. The widespread Parry archi­ 
pelago, north of our continent, stands 
on the continental shelf. 
In the long 
drift of the Jeannette to the west the 
water under her was only 300 to 6QJ 
feet deep. 
From the fact that all the known 
Arctic islands stand on 
continental 
shelves it is believed that the islands 
yet unknown will be found only in 
shallow waters over these 
shelves. 
The circumstance that the drift of the 
Jeannette took her for hundreds of 
miles only 
a 
little 
north of west 
points strongly to the conclusion that 
land to the north of her prevented cur­ 
rents from carrying her in that di­ 
rection. 
For these reasons it is believed this 
section of the unknown Arctic ocean 
contains 
the 
most interesting geo­ 
graphical problems. 
A large part of 
it is occupied by a sea bounded on 
the south by the American continent 
and on the east by the wc-st coast of 
Banks Land and Prince Patrick isl­ 
and. 
It has received the name of the 
Beaufort sea. 
A. H. Harrison is the first in the 
field. 
He has tw\> companions, and 
is himself defraying the expenses of 
his expedition. 
His party with their 
equipment descended the Mackenzie 
river last summer and is supposed to 
be wintering in the delta of that riv­ 
er. 
This spring he will endeavor to 
reach Prince Patrick island and to 
traverse a part of the Beaufort sea in 
the hope of discovering land. 
He is 
> a trained geographer, and the Royal 
Geographical society has given him 
i its encouragement and countenance. 
Mik kelsen 
w ill also 
explore the 
Beaufort sea.

London Statistician Says Fluctuations 
Rise and Fall With Prices. 
At a meeting of the Royal Statis­ 
tical society, held recently in London 
at the society’s rooms, a paper was 
read on "The Changes in the Mar­ 
riage and Birth Rates in England 
and Wales during the Last Half Cen­ 
tury, with an Inquiry as 
to 
Their 
Causes,” by G. Udny Yule. 
A careful examination of the fluc­ 
tuations in the birth rate showed, de­ 
clared Mr. Yule, that it appeared to 
respond, like the marriage rate, to 
the cycle 
of 
trade 
and 
industry, 
though the movement is curiously ir­ 
regular as compared with that of the 
latter rate. The fall of the birth rate. 
or a marked increase in the rate of 
fall, commenced in many European 
countries just about 1875-86, that is. 
when the effect of the fall in prices 
from 1873 was just beginning to make 
itself felt. 
The turning point was 
too 
well 
marked not to be due to some very 
definite cause, and too widespread to 
be ascribed to any cause of at all a 
local character. 
The greatest inter- 
ccnsal increase rates in England and 
Wales occurred, it was pointed out. 
alter periods of high prices.

Wfcll to Shorten the H ead and M ake 
V ee of Bonedust and A shes 
for Tonic. 


8ome valuable information 
regard­ 
ing the care and 
treatment of 
old 
shade trees is given by N. F. Flitton, 
superintendent of the Clifton district 
of the park system, and 
one of 
the 
most prominent horticulturists in the 
state. 


“ W hen nature has reached the limit 
of time at which she can send the in­ 
vigorating sap over a large surface a 
surgical operation has become a ne­ 
cessity for prolonging the life of the 
tree,” he said.

head 
must 
be 
shortened to within the line to which 
the sap can easily reach. 
The applica­ 
tion of stimulants will not accomplish 
this.

“ A fter the branches

in, however, a little persuader in the

Ancient Relic Is Now in the Posses­ 
sion of London Medical 
Museum.

The oldest artificial leg in existence 
la now in the museum of the Royal Col­ 
lege of Surgeons of England. 
It was 
found, says the British Medical Journal, 
in a tomb at Capua and Is described in 
the catalogue as follows: 
"Rom an artificial leg; the artificial 
limb accurately represents the form of 
the leg; it is made with pieces of thin 
bronze, fastened by bronze nails to a 
wooden core. 
Tw o iron bars. having 
holes at their free ends, are attached to 
the upper extremity of the bronze; a 
quadrilateral piece of iron. found near 
the position of the foot, is thought to 
have given strength to it. 
There is no 
trace of the foot, and the wooden core i 
had nearly crumbled away. 
That skele­ 
ton had its waist surrounded by a belt 
of sheet bronze edged with small rivets, i 
probably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three painted \ases ired figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet 
of 
the 
skeleton. 
The vases belong to an ad­ 
vanced period in th*' 
decline of 
art 
(about 300 years B. C.).”

DETAILS OF THE MEMORABLE 


STATEHOOD PROCEEDINGS 


Washington, March 10 —The 


speech making on the Statehood 
bill began at 11 o'clock Friday 
and was under the ten minute 
rale, after the first hour. 
About 


a dozen speeches were made, but 
the notable ones were made by 
Messrs. DuBoia and Burrows in 
denunciation of polygamy in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. 


As amended by the senate the 


bill provides for the creation of 
the state of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory upon the adoption 
of a constitution. 
The state is 


allowed the usual quota of exe- 
cutive, judicial and legislative of- 
ficers, two United States senators 
and five members of the national 
house of representatives.

The 
apron is made entirely of carved hu- 
man bones. It is used during the Tan- 
trie rites, which are still celebrated,

Red Lamas. Gy- 


antse, from which place this apron 
came, is the center of Tibetan Tan- 
trie worship.

SENS! OF HEARING IN WHAL*,* 


Principal Guide for These Monster* of 


the Sea, 


H seems .perfectly . evident4, that 


whales must hear when in the water. 
This Inference is confirmed by the 
comparatively small development of 
the other sense organs. The eye, for 
Instance, is very small, .and can be 
of little use even at the comparative- 
ly small depths to which whales are 
now believed to descend. 


Again, the sense of smell. Judging 


from the rudimentary conditions of 
the olfactory organs,'must'be in abey- 
ance; and the whales have no sense 
organs comparable to the lateral line 
system of fishes. Consequently, it 
would seem that when below the sur- 
face of the water they must depend 
chiefly upon the sense of hearing 
Probably this sense Is so highly de- 
veloped as to enable the animals, in 
the midst of the vibrations made by 
the screw-like movements of the tall, or 
flukes, to distinguish the sound (or 
the vibrations) made by the Impact 
of water against rocks, even in a dead 
calm, and, in the case'of piscivorous 
species, to recognize by the pulse in 
the water the presence of a shoal of 
fish. 


Falling this explanation, it Is diffi- 


cult to Imagine how whales can find 
their way about in the semi-darkness 
and avoid collisions with rocks and 
rock-bound coasts.—London Field.

Unknown Arctic Region 


to Be Investigated 


A new region of the unknown Arc- 


tic Is about to be entered. Our map 
shows it between Banks Land and 
Prince Patrick island in the east and 
the New Siberia islands in the west. 
The southern boundary of this un- 
known part of the Arctic ocean is not 
far north of the coast of Alaska and 
coincides with the line on the map 
showing the track of the Jeannette as 
she drifted through the ice. Its west- 
ern boundary IB the track which Nan- 
sen's Pram made from the New Sibe- 
ria islands to the northwest. This re- 
gion includes more than one-half of 
the unknown Arctic. Four or five lands 
as large as Alaska might be placed 
in it, aays the Philadelphia Ledger. 


The leading geographers of Europe, 


such as Supan of Germany and Mark- 
ham of England, hold to-day that It Is 
far less important to reach the North 
Pole than to explore this unknown 
area to the west of the North Ameri- 
can Arctic world. Here Is to be solved 
the problem whether there is more 
land in the Arctic domain. 


Scientific men say that a knowledge 


of the distribution of land and water 
Is the foundation of physical science. 
They say this because the relative 
Bize and the distribution of the lands 
and waters forming the earth's sur- 
face profoundly influence the regime 
of winds, currents, temperatures and 
many other physical phenomena. This 
is the reason why they say that the 
next expedition should be sent Into 
the Arctic ocean to the north of Alas- 
ka and East Siberia. 


In the part of the Arctic shown on 


our map is believed to lie the last op 
portunity to discover new lands in the 
Arctic. 
Two small expeditions, one 


led by the Englishman A. H. Harrison 
and the other by the Dane Einar Mlk- 
kelsen, are about to enter this area 
in the hope that they will find some of 
the islands, large or small, that are 
believed to be there. 


Before relating the plans of these 


two expeditions it Is best to tell why 
It is thought that there nre undiscov- 
ered lands in this part at the Arctic. 
The latest contributions to this prob- 
lem have been made by Dr. Harris and 
Prof. Spencer, of our country, and Sir 
Clements Markham and Dr. Supan, of 
Europe. 


Harris argues, from his hydrograph- 


ic studies, that as the currents flowing 
north to Bering sea turn to the east 
and west when they reach the Polar 
ocean, there is probably 'and in the 
unknown sea which turns them aside 
from their northern course. Spencer 
reaches the same conclusion from his 
study of all the soundings made tn 
the north of America and East Asia. 
Both these scientists concnr in the 
view of Markham and other European 
polar authorities that there is land 
between Prince Patrick island and Sl- 
berln. 


In the Arctic the continental shelf is 


of great extent. AH the Arctic lands 
yet discovered rise from continental 
shelves. The widespread Parry archi- 
pelago, north of our continent, stands 
on the continental shelf. In the long 
drift of the Jeannette to the west the 
water under her was only 300 to 009 
feet deep. 


From the fact that all the kno«9 


Arctic islands stand on continental 
shelves it Is believed that the island* 
yet unknown will be found only In 
shallow waters over these shelves. 
The circumstance that the drift of the 
Jeannette took her for hundreds of 
miles only 
a little north of west 


points strongly to the conclusion that 
land to the north of her prevented cur- 
rents from carrying her in that di- 
rection. 


For these reasons it is believed this 


section of the unknown Arctic ocean 
contains the 
most interesting geo- 


graphical problems. A large part of 
it is occupied by a sea hounded on 
the south by the American continent 
and on the east by the west coast of 
Banks Land and Prince Patrick isl- 
and. It has received the name of the 
Beaufort sea. 


A. H. Harrison is the first in the 


field. He has two companions, and 
Is himself defraying the expenses of 
his expedition. His party with their 
equipment descended the Mackenzie 
river last summer and is supposed to 
be wintering in the delta of that riv- 
er. This spring he will endeavor to 
reach Prince Patrick island and to 
traverse a part of the Beaufort sea in 
the hope of discovering land. He is 
a trained geographer, and the Royal 
Geographical society has given him 
Its encouragement and countenance. 


Mikkelsen will also explore 
the 


Beaufort sea. He has already select- 
ed two of his three European com- 
panions, and counts also on aid from 
the Eskimos, 
The Royal Geographi- 


cal society and a wealthy publisher of 
London have supplied the funds ho 
needs 
Mikkelsen Is expected in thin 


country in a few days. 


His geologist, Lefflngwell, and nat- 


uralist, Ditlevsen, and a third mac 
will go down the Mackenzie this sum- 
mer to the polar ocean. Mikkelsen will 
make the Journey on a San Francisco 
whaler and join his companions at the 
mouth of the Mackenzie Kate in Au- 
gust. He has arranged to have his 
provisions and gear taken with his 
party hv vessel to Cape Kellett, on 
Banks Land. The party, which, if bis 
plan succeeds, will include two Eski- 
mos, will then endeavor to transfer 
three or four tons of provisions by 
sledge to Cape Prince Alfred, farther 
north. About the middle of February, 
next year, the entire party, having 
wintered at Cape Kellett, will go north 
to the supply depot, from which he 
expects to start with thirty dogs, a 
pony and provisions for 130 days west- 
ward over the Beaufort sea.

Captured a Rare Fox. 


James M. Gant, an expert trapper 


and naturalist in the employ of the 
Biological Survey of the Department 
of Agriculture, has been working in 
this vicinity for.several weeks and 
has at last succeeded in trapping a 
full grown specimen of the Valley red 
fox, which has become a rarity in this 
section. 


In pioneer days many of these ani- 


mals were killed In this region, but 
this will b^he first specimen ever in 
the possession of the Department. It 
was captured'near St. John in Glenn 
county, and is now en route to Wash- 
ington. This particular fox IB brown 
on the belly and has a .silver tipped 
tall. In size it is nearly as large as 
the gray fox and fey some ha* been 
called "the swift."—Chico correspon- 
dence Sacramento Bee.

'serenely on their way. 


But In other days there were many 


curious bets. A short time ago there 
died in New York state an undertaker 
who, during the Cleveland-Harrison 
campaign, bet his hearse on Cleveland. 
The winner found he had no use for 
the vehicle; so he sold it back to its 
original owner for a mere song 


Many other winners in that elec- 


tion rode gayly in wheelbarrows at 
the expense of the losers' brawn and 
serenity of mind.

Strangely enough there seem- 
ed to be an unusual number of col- 
ored men and women on the avenue 
and In twos and threes they were

By eleven o'clock 870 men, women

Phillips, $87,000 


ahead of the game, began to order up 
the champagne. 
Between 11 and 1 


o'clock the down town movement of 
colored people ended, but at 2 o'clock 
there came the strains of a band from 
far down the street, and presently a 
negro drum major, followed by an 
army of colored organizations, parad- 
ed past the club. The counters worked 
desperately to keep tabs on the num- 
ber, and, although they missed many 
persons, they agreed that at least 
6,000 had gone up the avenue and 
only 870 had gone down. Consequent- 
ly, Harley's winnings amounted to 
$513,000 
Phillips paid without a mur-

London Statistician Says Fluctuations 


Rise and Fall With Prices. 


At a meeting of the Royal Statis- 


tical society, held recently in London 
at the society's rooms, a paper was 
read on "The Changes In the Mar- 
riage and Birth Rates in England 
and Wales during the Last Half Cen- 
tury, with an Inquiry as 
to 
Their 


Causes," by G Udny Yule. 


A careful examination of the fluc- 


tuations in the birth rate showed, de- 
clared Mr. Yule, that it appeared to 
respond, like the marriage rate, to 
the cycle of 
trade 
and 
Industry, 


though the movement is curiously Ir- 
regular as compared with that of the 
latter rate 
The fall of the birth rate, 


or a maiKed Increase In the rate ot 
fall, commenced in many European 
countries just about 1875 86, that Is, 
when the effect of the fall in prices 
from 1873 was just beginning to make 
Itself felt.

Glass Dressing tor Wounds.

ROMAN'S ARTIFICIAL 
LEG. 


Ancient Belie Is Now in the Posses- 


sion of Ixrodon Medical 


Museum. 


The oldest artificial leg in existence 


to now in the museum of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of England. 
It was 


found, says the British Medical Journal, 
in a tomb at Capua and Is described in 
the catalogue as follows: 


"Roman artificial leg; the artificial 


limb accurately represents the form of 
the leg; it is made with pieces of thin 
bronze, fastened by bronze nails to a 
wooden core 
Two iron bars, having 


holes at th«lr free ends, are attached to 
the upper extremity of the bronze; a 
quadrilateral piece of iron, found near 
the position of the foot, is thought to 
have given strength to it. There is no 
trace of the foot and the wooden core 
had nearly crumbled away That skele- 
ton had its waist surrounded by a belt 
of sheet bronze edged with small rivets, 
probably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three painted vas»es (red figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet of the 
skeleton. 
The vases belong to an ad- 


vanced period in the decline of art 
(about 300 years B C.)."

SENSE OF HEARINO IN WHAL*.* i 


Principal Guide for These Monster* of 


the Sea. 


It seems .perfectly, evident 4, that 


whales must' hear when In the water. 
This Inference is confirmed by the 
comparatively small development of 
the other sense organs. The eye, for 
instance, is very small, .and can be 
of little use even at the comparative- 
ly small depths to which whales are 
now believed to descend. 


Again, the sense of smell. Judging 


from the rudimentary conditions of 
the olfactory organs,'must-be in abey- 
ance; and the whales have no sense 
organs comparable to the lateral line 
system of fishes. Consequently, it 
would seem that when below the sur- 
face of the water they must depend 
chiefly upon the sense of hearing 
Probably this sense Is so highly de- 
veloped as to enable the animals, In 
the midst of the vibrations made by 
the screw-like movements of the tall, or 
flukes, to distinguish the sound (or 
the vibrations) made by the Impact 
of water against rocks, even In a dead 
calm, and, In the case'of piscivorous 
species, to recognize by the pulse in 
the water the presence of a shoal of 
fish. 
Falling this explanation, It Is diffi- 


cult to imagine how whales can find 
their way about in the semi-darkness 
and avoid collisions with rocks and 
rock-bound coasts.—London Field.

A new region of the unknown Arc- 


tic is about to be entered. Our map 
shows it between Banks Land and 
Prince Patrick island in the east and 
the New Siberia islands in the west. 
The southern boundary of this un- 
known part of the Arctic ocean is not 
far north of the coast of Alaska and 
coincides with the line on the map 
showing the track of the Jeannette as 
she drifted through the tee. Its west- 
ern boundary is the track which Nan- 
sen's Fram made from the New Sibe- 
ria islands to the northwest. This re- 
gion includes more than one-half of 
the unknown Arctic. Four or five lands 
as large' as Alaska might be placed 
in it, says the Philadelphia Ledger. 


The leading geographers of Europe, 


such as Supan of Germany and Mark- 
ham of England, hold to-day that it is 
far less important to reach the North 
Pole than to explore this unknown 
area to the west of the North Ameri- 
can Arctic world. Here Is to be solved 
the problem whether there is more 
land In the Arctic domain. 


Scientific men say that a knowledge 


of the distribution of land and water 
is the foundation of physical science. 
They say this because the relative 
size and the distribution of the lands 
and waters forming the earth's sur- 
face profoundly influence the regime 
of winds, currents, temperatures and 
many other physical phenomena. This 
is the reason why they say that the 
next expedition should be sent into 
the Arctic ocean to the north of Alas- 
ka and East Siberia. 


In the part of the Arctic shown on 


our map Is believed to He. the last op- 
portunity to discover new lands in the 
Arctic. 
Two small expeditions, one 


led by the Englishman A. H. Harrison 
and the other by the Dane Elnar Mlk- 
kelsen, are about to enter this area 
in the hope that they will find some of 
the Islands, large or small, that are 
believed to be there. 


Before relating the plans of these 


two expeditions It is best to tell why 
It Is thought that there are undiscov- 
ered lands In this part of the Arctic. 
The latest contributions to this prob- 
lem have been made by Dr. Harris and 
Prof. Spencer, of our country, and Sir 
Clements Markham and Dr. Supan, of 
Europe. 


Harris argues, from his hydrograph 


Ic studies, that as the currents flowing 
north to Bering sea turn to the east 
and west when they reach the Polar 
ocean, there is probably !and In the 
unknown sea which turns them aside 
from their northern course. Spencer 
reaches the same conclusion from his 
study of all the soundings made to 
the north of America and East Asia. 
Both these scientists concnr In the 
view of Markham and other European 
polar authorities that there is land 
between Prince Patrick island and SI 
berln. 


In the Arctic the continental she.lf is 


Object of German Woman's League. 


A woman's league to build ships Is 


the latest In Berlin. Women are re- 
minded that the ant, by resistless en- 
ergy, can collect heavy loads and 
build roomy palaces for themselves

AH the Arctic land* 
yet discovered rise from continental 
shelves. The widespread Parry archi- 
pelago, north of our continent, stands 
on the continental shelf. In the lone 
drift of the Jeannette to the west the 
water under her was only 300 to 009 
feet deep. 


From the fact that all the kno«« 


Arctic islands stand on continentut 
shelves it Is believed that the island* 
yet unknown will be found only in 
shallow waters over these shelves. 
The circumstance that the drift of the 
Jeannette took her for hundreds of 
miles only 
a little north of west 


points strongly to the conclusion that 
land to the north of her prevented cur- 
rents from carrying her in that di- 
rection. 


For these reasons It is believed this 


section of the unknown Arctic ocean 
contains the 
most interesting geo- 


graphical problems. A large part of 
it Is occupied by a sea hounded on 
the south by the American continent 
and on the east by the west coast of 
Banks Land and Prince Patrick isl- 
and. It has received the name of the 
Beaufort sea. 


A. H. Harrison is the first In the 


field. He has two companions, and 
is himself defraying the expenses of 
his expedition. His party with their 
equipment descended the Mackenzie 
river last summer and is supposed to 
be wintering In the delta of that riv- 
er. This spring he will endeavor to 
reach Prince Patrick island and to 
traverse a part of the Beaufort sea in 
the hope of discovering land. He is 
a trained geographer, and the Royal 
Geographical society has given him 
its encouragement and countenance. 


Mikkelsen will also explore 
the 


Beaufort sea. He has already select- 
ed two of his three European com- 
panions, and counts also on aid from 
the Eskimos. 
The Royal Geographi- 


cal society and a wealthy publisher of 
London have supplied the funds ho 
needs. Mikkelsen is expected in thin 
country in a few days. 


His geologist, Lefflngwell, and nat- 


uralist, DItlevsen, and a third mac 
will go down the Mackenzie this sum- 
mer to the polar ocean. Mikkelsen will 
make the Journev on a San Francisco 
whaler and join his companions at the 
mouth of the Mackenzie late in Au- 
gust. 
He has arranged to have his 


provisions and gear taken with his 
party hv vessel to Cape Kellett, on 
Banks Land. The party, which, if his 
plan succeeds, will include two Eski- 
mos, will then endeavor to transfer 
three or four tons of provisions by 
sledge to Cape Prince Alfred, farther 
north. About the middle of February, 
next year, tho entire party, having 
wintered at Cape Kellett, will go north 
to the supply depot, from which he 
expects to start with thirty dogs, a 
pony and provisions for 130 days west- 
ward over the Beaufort sea.

• palace of sporting pictures and "ar- 
bitrator" of betting affairs, declares 
that betting in Boston is dying out. 


"Why. what there is of it," he says, 


"is only small stuff. To save my life 
I can't think of a decent sized bet 
that has been made in Boston for an 
age. 
They don't bet large sums here. 


They don't bet at all. save a little at 
the ball games. There ain't any MiHe 
Dwycrs in Boston. Only curious bet 
I've known of lately was made on the 
third oase bleachers during the series 
between the Americans ami the Na- 
tionals. 
The Collins men had Ten- 


ney's by two runs, and I heard a man 
bet another $10 to $1,000 that the Na- 
tionals would win. It was a kind ot 
foolish bet—a 1 to 100 sh.->t: still, all 
kinds of queer things happen in base- 
ball, even when one team Is better 
than another. In this case the short 
end man lost his money. He would 
have been pretty lucky to get away 
with that thousand, wouldn't he?" 


Patsey Sheppard seems to be ac- 


curate In his observations. The days 
of big betting in Boston are ancient 
history—outside of the "street" and 
Mrs. Lawson. And the days of queer 
betting are somewhat passe also. 
Years ago the papers used to be full 
of odd w.agers. 
Men trundled their

victorious opponents about the streets 
In wheelbarrows, brass bands accom- 
panied the 
parties, and 
everybody 


•stopped on the sidewalk and watched 
the spectacle with great amusement, 
.nowadays people give the betters only 
a glance, murmur what fools there 
are in the betting world and continue 
'serenely on their way. 
, 
But In other days there were many 


curious bets. A short time ago there 
died in New York state an undertaker 
who, during the Cleveland-Harrison 
campaign, bet his hearse on Cleveland. 
The winner found he had no use for 
the vehicle; so he sold it back to its 
original owner for a mere song. 


Many other winners in that elec- 


tion rode gayly In wheelbarrows at 
the expense of the losers' brawn and 
serenity of mind. 
Still other meln 


shaved off their imperials and "side- 
boards"; other men shaved only one 
side; men appeared In public with 
half hair-cuts; other men, proud of 
the fine lines of their smooth-shaven 
faces, grew bushy 
whiskers; 
other 


men climbed telegraph poles and fell 
off and broke their bones. Other men 
went without their drinks for a year; 
other men abstained from vegetables 
for a year, and vegetarians ate noth- 
ing but meat for a year. 


Again, during the Bryan-McKlnley 


excitement, many freak 'bets were 
made by strong partisans and by 
others. When Bryan was nominated 
Gen. J. Madison Drake of Elizabeth, 
N. J., took a solemn vow that lie 
wouldn't have his locks shorn nntll 
the Nebraska candidate 
sat In the 


presidential chair. 
He made great 


preparations to celebrate the Bryan 
victory. Invited the public to join him 
In the demonstration, and proposed to 
lead all good Bryan men through the 
•ireets In parade. He proposed to 


ride on a snow white charger, with 
the stars and stripes wrapped around 
his shoulders. His hair Is still grow- 
ing. 


Perhaps the strangest wager of the 


'96 campaign Is said to 
have been 


made by William Corbus and George 
Baruell, residents ot an Indiana town. 
Corbus, overheated with faith in Mc- 
Kinley, offered to bet his wife on his 
judgment. 
Baruell snapped him up 


at once, and the two men went to a 
lawyer's office and drew up a formal 
agreement. 


"This memorandum of agreement," 


the document ran. "made and enter- 
ed into this 21st day of October, 190G. 
by and 
between William 
Corbus, 


party of the first part, and George M. 
Darnell, party of the second part. 


"Witnesseth, that the party of the 


first part 
covenants and agrees, in 


consideration of the covenants here- 
inafter stipulated and agreed upon, to 
immediately apply to the courts for 
a bill of divorce for the legal separa- 
tion of himself and wife, and will pay 
all expenses therefor, in event Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan is elected to the 
presidency of the United States, and 
procure a marriage- license for the 
party ot the second part and his wife 
and pay for the services of the minis- 
ter or magistrate performing the mar- 
riage ceremony. 


"And 
the party of the second part 


covenants /ind agrees, in consideration 
of the premises, to convey and war- 
rant the house and lot now owned 
and occupied by him to the party of 
the first part, provided William Mc- 
Klnley Jr., Is elected president of the 
United States, the consideration of 
which house and lot Is $5,000. 


"In witness whereof the parties 


hereto have hereunto set their hands 
and seals the day above written," the 
signatures following. 


And Mrs. Corbus agreed to the terms 


of the strange wager. However, Bar- 
Dell failed to win her. 


But hero 
is the most 
gorgeous 


wager on record. Henry Harley, the 
oil man, once won $500,000 by a sim- 
ple wager with a friend named Phil- 
lips on the 
"nigger 
up or nigger 


down" game. This was a favorite 
sport among the club men of Fifth 
avenue. Frequently they bet $10, $20, 
or as high as $100 that the first negro 
passing would go up or go down the 
avenue. 
Harley bet "nigger up" at 


$100 a head. The Judges and referee 
went to the window and began to 
count. Strangely enough there seem- 
ed to be an unusual number of col- 
ored men and women on the avenue 
and In twos and threes they were 
strolling down town. 


By eleven o'clock 870 men, women 


and children had gone downtown. 
Phillips was highly elated and Harley 
was thunderstruck. Phillips, $87,000 
ahead of the game, began to order up 
the champagne. 
Between 11 and 1 


o'clock the down town movement of 
colored people ended, but at 2 o'clock 
there came the strains of a band from 
far down the street, and presently a 
negro drum major, followed by an 
army of colored organizations, parad- 
ed past the club. The counters worked 
desperately to keep tabs on the num- 
ber, and, although they missed many 
persons, they agreed that at least 
6,000 had gone up the avenue and 
only 870 had gone down. Consequent- 
ly, Barley's winnings amounted to 
$513,000. Phillips paid without a mur- 
mur, but he never took part in a 
"nigger' gamble again. 


An 
Englishman 
named 
Whalley 


once made a unique wager of several 
thousand pounds. 
He bet that In 


twelve months he cculd walk from 
Calais to 
Jerusalem, play at fives 


against the walla of the Holy City, 
and walk back to Calais. He won his 
bet—and ever after bore the nick- 
name of "Jerusalem" Whalley. 


One of the most humorous wagers 


on record concerns Sir John Lade and 
Lord Cholmondeley. Sir John was a 
small man, and Lord C. was, a giant, 
but the former agreed to carry his 
friend twice around the old Steyce at 
Brighton. A tremendous crowd' as- 


sembled to witness the spectacle of 
"the dwarf and the giant." At the 
hour appointed. 
Sir 
John stepped 


doughtily forward, prepared to bear 
his load. 
Lord 
Cholmondeley met 


him ha\f way, and smilingly told him 
to lift him up and begin his task. 


"Well, don't keep me waiting!" ex- 


claimed the baronet. 


"I'm 
ready," answered Lord Chol- 


mondeley. 


"Why 
don't you strip, then?" cried 


Sir John, with apparent Impatience 


Lord C. gasped. 
"Strip? Strip?" 
"Why, 
certainly," said Sir John. "1 


didn't bet that I would carry 
your 


clothes. 
I lay you 100 that I would 


carry you! So strip. If yon please." 


"His lordship protested In the name 


of decency and personal pride. 
Sir 


John remained obdurate. He submit- 
ted his view to the Judges, and thej 
advised Lord Cholmondeley either to 
strip or forfeit his wager. His lord- 
ship, much crestfallen, forfeited.

once staked twenty guineas a

upon the lives of two noted men, the 
former backing Beau Nash to outlive 
Colley Clbber. The comedian died !n

Perhaps one of the most unusual 


bets In history was made between 
Pierre Lorillard and a member of the 
House of Lords. The men were dis- 
cussing the inability of many million- 
aires to get rid of their money. The 
member of the House of Lords ob- 
served that a man could not spend 
$1,000,000 a year on himself alone. 
Mr. Lorillard differed, and offered to 
back his judgment with £10,000. Ar- 
ticles were drawn up between the two 
men; many conditions were imposed, 
so that the money should be spent 
lulrly and squarely 
upon personal 


amusement, 
and 
gratification. 
Mr. 


Lorillard lost. He Indulged In every 
conceivable expensive amusement and 
squandered to the best of his ability, 
but he could spend only $600,000.— 
Boston Herald. 


His Vulnerable Point. 


A few years ago Col. L>. M. Read ot 


Bellows Falls was a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for congress- 
man from the Second Vermont dis- 
trict. At the convention the support- 
er who placed Read in nomination ex- 
tolled his virtues as soldier, citizen 
and jurist, and in the course of his 
speech said that Read was struck in 
the mouth by a rebel bullet during the 
civil war.

BIRTH RATES SHOW 
CHANGES. 


London Statistician Says Fluctuations 


Rise and Fall With Prices. 


At a meeting of the Royal Statis- 


tical society, held recently in London 
at the society's rooms, a paper was 
read on "The Changes In the Mar- 
riage and Birth Rates in England 
and Wales during the Last Half Cen- 
tury, with an Inquiry as 
to 
Their 


Causes," by G. Udny Yule. 


A careful examination of the fluc- 


tuations in the birth rate showed, de- 
clared Mr. Yule, that it appeared to 
respond, like the marriage rate, to 
the cycle of trade 
and 
Industry, 


though the movement is curiously Ir- 
regular as compared with that of the 
latter rate. The fall ot the birth rate, 
or a marked increase in the rate ot 
fall, commenced In many European 
countries just about 1875-86, that Is, 
when the effect of the fall in prices 
from 1873 was just beginning to maKo 
Itself felt. 


The turning point was 
too 
well 


marked not to be due to somo very 
definite cause, and too widespread to 
be ascribed to any cause of at all a 
local character. The greatest inter- 
censal Increase rates in England and 
Wales occurred, it was pointed out. 
after periods of high prices.

Mantell began his professional career 
as a star.

He has 
experienced many long years of hard 
striigglng, but at last he seems to have 
reached an assured place in public and 
critical esteem as an actor capable of 
presenting Shakespeare intelligently.

Commissioner for the incorpora- 
ted City of Ada. who shall he 
elected by the city council at its 
first regular 
meeting or some

•ominited by popular vote on 
the first Tuesday iu April of each 
year, and said Street Com mis 
sioner shall hold said office for 
the term of one year until his 
successor ia elected and quitted. 


Sec. No. 2. It shall be thoduty 


of said Street Cominmioner to 
work all persons who are subject 
to labor as punishment upon the 
streets of said city of Ada; to 
warn all male person- petween 
the ages of eighteen aud forty- 
five who are residents of the Citv 
of Ada and who have resided in 
said city for more than ten dnys 
of each year, provided cripples, 
ministers of the gospel, teacher-* 
in the public schools, while so 
engaged, and scUooi directors. 
aud members of tha tire company 
shall be exempt from such duties 
to work upon the streets; to keep 
a register of all persons subject 
to work upon the streets, togeth- 
er with their respective place of 
residence and he thall warn till 
such persons in writing three 
days prior to the time the work 
shall be done, and said warning 
shall be by delivering to the per- 
son or leaving it at his place of 
residence a copy of the written 
notice.

No 3. That the Street 


Commissions shall see that all 
persons liable to work upon the

Street Committee, to pay over to 
the city treasurer all moneys 
coming into hi? hands by virtue 
of his office aud labor, and to 
turn over to the Mayor or City 
Attorney the names of all persons 
subject to street duty who shall 
refuse to pay the same or to per- 
form the work as hereinbefore 
described in lieu of services. 


Sec. No. 5. That the Street 


Commissioner, 
before entering 


upon his duties shall execute a 
bond in the sum of one thousand 
do'larswith two or more sureties 
to be approved by the city coun- 
cil on the condition that he shall 
faithfully perform -the duties of 
his office to the best of his abili 
ties and will turn over all mon 
eys coming into his hands by vir 
tua of his office to the city treats 
uter, and that said Street Com- 
missioner shall collect all moneys 
due as street tax, and that he 
shall receive 
compensation of 


his services in the -mm of fifty 
dollars per month payable out of 
the fund in the hands of the 
treasurer not otherwise appro 
priated. 
Sec No. 6. That all ordinan- 


ces or parts of ordinances in con 
flict with this ordinance are here 
by repealed, and this ordinance 
sh'ill be in force and effect from 
and after its passage and publi- 
cation.

"After the branches are shortened 


in, however, a little persuader in the 
shape of bonedust and wood ashes, the 
one in the autumn and the other in 
the spring, would act as an excellent 
tonic. Please kindly bear in mind 
that there are many grand old tree* 
now passed into a state of decrepitude 
that would have thrived for a good 
many years had the proper attention 
been given them at the right time.

The oldest artificial leg in existence 


to now in the museum of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of England. 
It was 


found, says the British Medical Journal, 
in a tomb at Capua and Is described in 
the catalogue as follows: 


"Roman artificial leg; the artificial 


limb accurately represents the form of 
the leg; it is made with pieces of thin 
bronze, fastened by bronze nails to a 
wooden core. Two iron bars, having 
holes at their free ends, are attached to 
the upper extremity of the bronze; a 
quadrilateral piece of iron, found near 
the position of the foot, Is thought to 
have given strength to it. There is no 
trace of the foot, and the wooden core 
had nearly crumbled away. That skele- 
ton had its waist surrounded by a belt 
of sheet bronze edged with small rivets, 
probably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three painted vases (red figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet of the 
skeleton. 
The vases belong to an ad- 


vanced period in the decline of art 
(about 300 years B. C.)."

After ob- 
taining a piece of thick window glass, 
the edges of which were ground on an 
ordinary grindstone, he smeared It 
with carbolic oil and used It on a pa- 
tient Instead of lint. The wound, he 
sayn. subsequently healed up entirely, 
and will leave no trace of a scar. Two
